The Patclicd-up l^eace on Grouse 

Creek. 

Tho courBO pursued by Governor 
Seymour wliilo " sfjtlling" the, Grouse 
Crook difficulty is so utterly indefens- 
ible that no apologiBt lias yet arisen 
to explain tho ouises that led to it. 
Wo trust wo shall over bo found on 
tho side of peace whonovor peace can 
bo maintaiiiod without tho sacrilico of 
a principle or without lowering the 
national character iu the oyoa of our 
OWu people or in thoso of tho world; 
but in the case of the Grouao Crock 
riotors, no honorable peaco was poasi' 
bio until thoy had laid down their arinB 
and surrendor-jd thomaolvos into tho 
hands of the Govcrnracnt. Tho wrong 
inflicted upon the Flume Company is 
UQWOrtby of consideratiou whon wo 
compare it with tho injury that biB 
boon brought upon the country and 
the disgraoo that has fallen upon oar 
institutions through the weakness and 
imbeoility— to use no harsher terms — 
of the gentleman who presides over 
its deslinios. That a body of men in 
direct violation of tho solemn mandate 
of a Court of liaw should seize and 
proceed to work ground upon which 
they were forbidden to so much as sot 
loot — that impudently orgnniziog a 
force of armed men they should over- 
awe and threaten, if nocossary, to shoot 
down in thoir tracks tho conatables 
instructed to romoiiBtrato with thum, 
was humiliating enough ; but whon wo 
find the Governor of a British Colony, 
notwithstanding ho is backed by 
tho moral support of its best and 
most influential cilizons, and willi 
the whole lorco of oiio arm of tho 
public defence wilbin call, condoning 
tho oll'oiico of the criminals hy coaxing 
them to yield obedience to tho laws; 
and when they refuHO, promising with- 
out tho consent of tho p.irlies to the 
other sido of tho suit, to net aside the 
decision of tho Court, to grant a 
feuew trial, and worse than all) to 
^asa B'law to meof, such cases through 
tho next Cour oil — we say unhesitat- 
ingly that such a Governor is 
nnfit to rule one hour longer than is 
required to send a statomoali of his 
oondoot to Downing Street.' It is the 
Colony, and not tho Flume Company, 
that has been mado to euffor by tbis 
humiliating and unprecedented policy 
of his Excellency. Had the Canadian 
Company remonstrated against what 
they conceived to be an invasion of 
their rights, it would have been tho 
duty of Mr S ymour to look into their 
statement of griovancos and furnish 
them redress if within bis power to do 
BO. But they first insult the Gov 
ernment, then, sotting its power at 
; defiance, rciuso to lay down their 
>\vvaa except upon certain con 
ditioua favorable, of course, to 
themselves. Not a word is said 
about tho gold already extracted 
Thoy are allowed to do as they 
like with that, notwithstanding tho 
Governor knowc) as well aa tho rival 
companies that tho ground without 
• — • — "the ^Id is not worth a moment's 
serious consideration, Finally, having 
oxaotod thoir conditions, the most 
contumacious of tho number are 
brought before tho magistrate on a 
charge of showing contempt to his 
Court and sentenced to three months' 
imprisoDment. Wo give tho magis- 
trate credit for trying to do his duty 
foarloasly ; but ho is again defied. The 
culprits refuse at fi st to go to jail; 
nor do they consent until a promise 
is oblainod that thoir imprisonment is 
a more matter of form. Having 
given this abundant proof of loyalty 
and "BubmisBionjj to^the law" (I) the 
doors aro un barred abid they are or-' 
dercd to bo sot au liberty after two 
days' imprisonment. Pit subjects for 
tho oxerciBO of J']>i3Culivo clomoncy, 
wore they not ? JN'o-.v, wo do not c;iro 
a rush for tho I'lutno Coiuiiany'y inter- 
ests in this inat.lcr, Tlioy aink into 
innigiiitit'anco and aro lost, siyhtofeni 
tiroly in tho inaLr;iilU(lo of tho issue 
involved. 'J'ho qiu'sliou v.'aH simply, 
shall the lawM of the country bo obeyed 
and ofrouder.s puiiishoJ i" TlioCrovor- 
nor has furniahod an annwcr. Jto lias 
purchased a poaco, Inil at wh.'it a fear- 
ful prico I ilo has joopardidod the 
safety of every foot of rich mining 
propel ty in tho Colony by hia act 
of conccsaion to mob^law at Cari- 
boo, and he has rendered tho count 
of tho Magistrate a more fitting object 
"contempt" than evor. The presence 
of twenty marines at tho Governor's 
^ - back whon ho went to tho creek would 
Lave put every man engaged in dofyr 
ing tho law to flight, and o&eotod more 
than ono hundred marines would now 
aocomplidi in ' tho same direction. It 
has gono forth into tho highways and 
byways of tho maiulftud that in order 
to carry a point— now matter how 
nefarious, no matter how illegal, no 
matter how unjust— it is only ncoes- 
(sary to oppoB^tho Govornmont with< 



fluffioient force. Tho natural efioot 
of so pornioious a policy is to 
weaken the oonfidenco of capitalistp in 
their securities, and to bring bolh tho 
local and Imperial Governments into 
contempt and ridicule.

ham at Iho Colonial ofliou on Tuesday on tl u 
etibject of the presoul posilioD and future of 
tho Bed Biver setUemeol and the openin<,' 
tip to coIonisatioQ of the fertile portion of iho 
North- West torritoriea. 

Mr Danby Suymour, M.P. — I beg, your 
Grnco, to inlroducQ iho dopuialion. I not'd 
not loll your Groce that thero is a strong 
loclinR in ibo Red Rivor loiritory with re^ 
Bpuct to its poliiioal condition, willi rospeut 
to the tenure of land, tho adminialrutiju of 
jualioe, and tho impediments thrown iu tl.a 
way of colonisation. I would particularly 
diruct your Grace's attention to promise 
made by your preoeceasor, the Earl of Car- 
narvon, that tbis subjeot sbouid engage ihu 
attention of hor Mojesly's GoTertimeni tho 
rnonaeut the Confederation Act had passed. 
That Act has now pns.^od — tho colonics on 
tho Pacific bavo declared ihcii- desire to be- 
long to it, but thero ig the large inturvciiiiii,' 
territory of tho K.'d Kivcr, of which I can 
hardly eay to whom it belongs — whether to 
the Hudson's Ba; Company, which I can 
hardly believe, or to the British down. 
Somehow or other, it is in u most anomalous 
condition. Xobody knows to wbem to apply 
if they wish to settle on the land and the 
jurisdiction of the law is limited to a small 
distance aroand. The Hadson's Bay Com- 
pany have attempted to exercise what they 
call their rights and put certain people in 
prison for infractions of tliem, but the 
people of the Red River refused to re- 
cognise them, rose up, aud Bot those per- 
sons free. Year by. yeaf the iohabltauts of 
tho Bed River hove been expociii'g tint 
something would be done cither to foiin ihciii 
into a Crown colony or to annex ihcin lu 
Canada, tioinothitig, howuver, must be done 
and that imniedialoly, lor we aro told tliat 
negoliationa aro going on for the sale of the 
Hudson's Bay Company's possessions to the 
American Government, and it wonld bo a 
very awkward thing if any suoh idea wore 
eon led out. SonietLing, therofo.-o Fhould be 
done to ascertain tho rights of the Hudson's 
Bay Company, ood if possible to settle tlu^ 
mailer in a quiet w.iy. Your Grace shouUl 
also be informed thai there aro many Ameri- 
caa settlors in the Bed River territory, which 
may lead to fatare disturbances it the whole 
question bo not now taken up by Hor Majes- 
ty's Governmenl and disposed uf. 

Mr Isbister. — Tho matter Biaiida in this 
way. The Hudson's Bay Curapuny cla m 
tho whole of the territory up to the Rooky 
Mounteins under their charter of Charles the 
Second. That is about two hundred ycar^ 
old. About forty years ago tbey established 
a settlement within this immeneo territory, 
of which tho extent wa.9 forty inile.f from 
Fi'rl Garry. Koyond thi.-i tlio jurisdiction ot 
the Recorder dood not exiand. 'i'here are no 
magistrates in the whole territory. 'I'he faw 
courts ot Canada enjoy a coneiirrenl juri.odic- 
tion under thn Act of 1 and 2 George IV. 
The Hudson's Bay Company's offlcera acta^ 
magistrates, but Iboy have often oases and 
disputes with tho rest of the inhabitantH 
fhero aro no indepemient nmgistralo:^, and 
the Hudson's Bay Conipaiiy appoint iliu Ko 
corder. 

Viscount Milton — I uiideratnnd that there 
h no manner of jurisdiciioa outside the Rtd 
River territory, except snob as tho Hndson 
li.iy Company think Gt to carry out and reg. 
ulate thtiiisolvi-3. 1 believe that if tbis stale 
of things continues, tlic complication of af' 
fuird wili become serious. 

Mr Roebuck — 'I'he real difTiculty is tho 
Hudson's Bay Company, and that company 
has no more right to the fled River territory 
man I have. I recollect that Ibis was clearly 
demonstrated before the committee of tlu! 
House of Commons, but tliero arc ihiiii/s 
which are often done not nccortling to hr.v, 
but to interest. There was a gi nUmnuii well 
known to all of ue, the late Mr Edwar ! El- 
lice, who was connected with the Hudson's 
Bay Company through Iho Northwest Com- 
pany, and we oould get no justice for the 
lied Biver , bot it was clearly proved to the 
eommittee that the Ilr.dson'fl Bay Company 
had no possible jurisdiction in ttuit territory, 
It was Bold recently during the time of tho 
last Government, and is now in tho hands ol 
a company who, having bouglit it, wi.-ii to 
sell it to the Goveroment ol the United 
States, and, as sure as thoro is a sun in 
Hcavoo, the United Status will thrust them- 
selves between us and tho Pacific Ocean if 
some stops are not takon to pruviut i(. 'I'his 
diflieulty is one which muii bo met iinincd-- 
iatoly, and it can only bo cliockod by odtab- 
liflhing a scttleiiieiil thero on the piii't ol the 
Goveriitnonl and by defining under an Act 
uf Parliament the rights of tho fJudsou's B.iy 
Company. 

Tho Uuko of Buckingham — It nppraro 
from an opinion given by tho Law 011ici;rs 
of tho Crown in IS.'iY that tho faolors tinil 
ollicers have the right to act as riiiigi.striUo 
under tho authority of the comi)aiiy, accord- 
ing to their charter. Tlia law ollioers of the 
Crown were thon Lord vVoslbury and Mr 
luatico Kaating, who reported that th<! 
Hudson's Bay Company had power under 
their charter to cxeroiso jurisdiction iu all 
matters civil or criminal, but thero was 
doiihtloj-n aUvays a difliiuilly in doing so, and 
especially under the pLcaliar cireiinulanco of 
tho 011=0, under such circumsiunccs. 

Mr Roebuck — Thoro was an act pa=sed in 
tho 2Dd of Williumond Mary which distinct- 
ly took away the jutigdiotioD of tbeHudsoa'd 
Hay Oompaoy. 

Tho Doko of BucWngham — The question 
of tho powers of tho company after ttie [laHJ- 
infr of this act was fiibinilled to the Law 
Ollicers ol tho Crown in IS")?. Another act 
was passed to romovo doubts n.s to Ihu posi- 
tion of tho lludsaii'ri Jiay Company iu tho 
Lst ol Gecrgo IV. 'i'hat aoiUltools ,lbo 
company to givo security^^(j[r;it^o*du1a,'ej;e6a^ 
tion of all prooe.1803, civil dB wdll' as criminal. 
It extends tho previous oot over 'all tliuir 
territory and cinpoweis the company to is-iio 
commissions of llie poaoo, to uppoliil jnslees 
of the peaoo for tliu Hudson's liay, as well 
through other p irls of thoir territory over 
whioh the rights of the Hudson's Jiay Com- 
pany are preserved. 

Mr Roebuck — Tho Imperial GoTornmont 
o'Jght to proclaim Iho Imperial powor and 
authority, and that will proliii)it tho Hud- 
son's Bay Company from selling to unothur 
Uovernmont : I do not boliovu that thoy have 
the power to do so, but it can bo uianagcil in 
other ways. Tbey will establish offices l)oih 
here and in America, tbey will sell land and 
iotrodnco settlers, who in lime will he invited 
under universal euffrago, to claim to belong 
to Iho (Jailed States, and thu cincslion thoii 
will he wholhor you will oxeruiau authority 
or go to war mitx the Unilud Slates. 1 



Dr Oheadlo-^I thlnk Mr Roebuck ptits the 
oase ve.y clearly. A great number of Am- 
ericans are flocking into the country. 
Their traders are dealing in furs under the 
very noso of tho Hudson's Bay Company. 
Tho feeling of dissatisfaction at the slato of 
things will become Eo;grent, whether justly 
or u bjuat lyj* on ' t h'o '?pat;t ' of ' rth'e - Inha b i t a u i s 
that ROW tho purohftsb of the ' Rdssiau terri- 
tory has been completed it will givo the 
idea that the sunio thing may bu done in the 
ease of the Rod Rivor, 1 may also call at- 
tention to tho luct tiiat tho value of tho 
territory is well known to the Americans ; 
ihoy are migrating into it in increasing 
number, and I beli&ro in the last . Congress 
a bill was' brought in by General Banks, 
probably for political purposes, for the trans- 
fer of the Red River territory to ihe Ui;ited 
Stato.s and its division info two status, 
subsequently to be brought into tho Union, 

Mr Uoobuck — Tlie communication with the 
Red River is now though the territory of 
tbeJD'ait,ed.;.Btate8,.,.and this, it is already 
contended, is a natural reason why the 
district should belon" to Ihe Uoited Stales 
and not to British Crown. The quostion 
will soon come to the pass that 1 have 
ulroady poinieil out. The country will bo 
overrun with AfnunoAii settlers, or rather 
tquaiiers, and they will sooner or later 
Claims to belong to the United States. 

The Dnke of Buckingham— In what way 
do yon propose to check it t 

Mr Roebuck— -The only way that I can 
propose is to mako tho territory at onoe a 
Crown colony, .send oat a Governor with a 
whole ollijial staff, and say " we have estab- 
lished liriiii'h [lower and iho.so who coma in 
ma.-t ooniQ in us British subjects oidy." 

Lord Wliarnclifle — La-^t year a dopuialion, 
at wliioh Mr VVatkin and Mr Roebuck were 
present, waited npon .Mr CardwoU. , I then 
desired to press and or«o upon the Qovern- 
menl that this was tho only wiy of eflectiog 
our ol)ject, to draw a line bolwoen Canada 
and tho Northwest, and everything to the 
west of that line to ho erected into a sepa- 
rate colony. Tho remedy for the Red River 
is either to join Iho new Pacific colony or 
beoome one by itself. We urged that thero 
was no other way of osserting tho rights of 
Great Britain and kecpiiif!; out the Amorican 
5-iinlerg. cxci'pt by miikiug a doinouslraiion 
of her iM.ijeaiy'a power and authority. The 
expenso ol c-uirse would be something, lor no- 
thing would bo got out (jI tho country. Bai 
I cannot cooccivo that tbis should bo eon- 
eidorcd an obBtacta to the oreation of a new 
colony and the cslablishment of the rights ol 
the liriti-'h Crown. It is not a question ol 
dof('t:ci; or fi'.'litiiig. 

Mi- lli)o!ruek — iVolhing can chook Ibo im^ 
mi ration, but it will in.ike it an immigration 
of British instead of American sul.jeots. 'I'he 
climato is healthy and the country most fer> 
tilt-, althou^'b f recollect that the Iladson's 
Bay Company sent a late Governor before a 
cotninitlet; ol Ihe House of Commons to swear 
lluit on ili.v'ging six inchos into Iho ground 
there was ice in the month of Jlly, notwith- 
;t:uuling thul tho same Governor bad written 
a to ik twenty yeaig before in whioh bo do- 
scribed Ihe country as a sooood Arcadia. 

The Duke of Bnckingbara— Is it a mere 
hunting ground for the Hudton's Bay Com- 
p.iiiy ? 

.Mr Roftbuck— Yes ; but if you get rid ol 
tho uuirr.als, you will get r'd of Ihe compiiny. 

Mr Isbister — As .so ii us Canada pa.ssed 
into Briiii-h possession the Hudson's Bay 
Company fqaallod i u the Red River lerri- 
lory, and wo want (o. know by what tight 
they aro there. Are we to civo them os 
much land a9 they choo.io to claim ? Their 
eh irter i.", that they have as much land as 
they can litid access ro. either by sea or by 
land, from HodMin'.s Bay ; bill aro we to 
!;ivo it to Ihem on lh.it aeeoiint ? Tho Gov- 
ernment is bound to asceriain by some com- 
petent tribunal that the rights of the com- 
pany are, and then we shall be able to deal 
with Ihe quostion of compensation, and I 
am sure no one wishes to deal with them 
uiiju-lly. 

Vise;. lint .^lil!on — I wish to point out one 
view ol the ease. At the lime of the amal- 
gamation of the Hudson's Bay Company with 
the North- Wf St or Opposition Oompany, the 
former nssnmed the rights, whioh they said 
they pn=-ep?etl originally, not only over their 
n'.vn territory hut over Ibat of the Xorlh- 
VVi.st Coiiiiiany. Now, the North-West Coni- 
loiiiy's territory o.Ntttided over portions ol 
On yon ami Wasliinulon territories. Tht y 
iiad furls ihero and their remains are still in 
existence, but when they found themselves 
in collision with tho American Governmenl 
they droppid all tlifir rights, and allhiiUL'h 
thoy slill eollecl turs thore, ihey disnhiimed 
at (Hire all llio riijlits 'vhich thoy still assume 
in 15ri:isti territory 

Mr Ko.!l)iiek — t would call attention to tho 
grant of Virginia to lialei;.ti, which was in 
existence until ihe time of the Deolarotioa ol 
Inifependeoco. Lord Selkirk in the reign of 
.faim>s L, hail iiiven to him the governraont 
Ii! ti I; whole of Nova Scotia, but it was taken 
inv.iy, aiitl thero is nothing so remarkable in 
f tS'j old L'ranti of Micli o.\traoriliiiary mai; 
niliiiiujce being de ilt wiili as men of business 
would deal with them when people came to 
their senses. The territory was taken away 
from Ibo Earl of Selkirk, but to this hour, I 
belii-vu, his desceadants claim the right of 
m foaling Nova Scotia baronets under the 
charter of Jamo.s I. 

.Mr S.'yinonr — Ptirhaps your Grace woulil 
■-■ay linw ymi wo'.iM like the niatttjr to be 
brou:;ht t'olore the two Houses of Parlia- 
upvii ? \\\: have no wi.'ih to do anything in- 
imical to ttie (Joverninent or likely toeinbar> 
russ it, but I may remind you that in Feb- 
ruary last the Karl of Carnarvon said that as 
soon as the Confederation Bill became law, it 
would be the duly of the Government not to 
lo^u u tingle day in dealisg with the ques-* 
lion. 

The Duke of Booklnghain— The membcr» 
of Parliament must toko their own course. I 

Khoii'd he.tilly like, on tho part of the Gov- 
eninhTil, to inliiaile ho.v the (|aciilion .slioulil 
ill! droogiiL locward. All i can do is to Hlate 
how thu iiiatttT stands at prosont. When f 
e .ni..> to tho Colonial Ofiice a deputation had 
boeu received by Ihe Earl of C.irnarvon, but 
tho matter was not farther entered into by 
liim. When it came before mo another point 
had ari-'oii which, before Iho R'jil River me- 
morial bad reached nlo, h.id net;essitated tho 
examination o! a variety ol (|iiestionH bcarini; 
more ur less upon tho point • and I am now 
L!oing into tho whole ri:atter of Ihe Hudson's 
f! ly Company's rights and the rights of the 
Crown. This Is a questiotl on which one 
ounht not to form an opinion hastily, and 1 
liuvo nut yet formed my own opinion, but we 
aro colli'cling information with respect to it 
and inovinii as rapidly us wo can. 1 am in 
coinmunieatioii with tho Foreign Ollioe with 
rcspt'ct to ihe rights ol tho Crown over a por- 
tion of tho territory and tho course to be 
adopted with roferenoe to the American 
Govorninenl. I wish to show yda thot the 
(pii'r.lioii has luit heen UHluep, and as soon as 
1 1 an 1 ; hall be ready to tako Romo stops, 1 
had a di.-i'.iission with l.oi'd Moiick previous 
10 bis depatnirii for (Jaiiaila, ami I expect 
to heor Itoni him in aboul a fortnight. Tho 
confuduration is to lake 'jfToot on thu lst ol 
.Itily, and Lord Monok will then bo able to 
consult his Ministers, and I expect that ho 
will bj able to corn muniwito to me the 
viowH of the Canadian GovornrMenI, not 
moroiy with resiieet to the purehaso of the 
llildsou's Bay territory, hut also as to the 
boundary quention and tho inlorprot ition to 
be placed ou tho Hudson's Bay Company's 
charier. On receiving this ootnmunioatlou 
Irom Lord Monck, I uhall bo prepared to 
m ikn up my mind o.s to the rights of Iho 
-Vu'hion'f) IJiy Company ami lliii c )nrsu to 
be taken with respimt to those matters. 

In reply to Lord ^VbarnoliQc, 

Tho Duke of nuokinghoni said— The ques- 
tion beloro mo, in connection with Ihe 
American Government, which is now the 
subject of eoino oommunioation between the 
two Governmtnti, relates to tho jarisiliotion 



to be exercised along the frontier and the ex- 
tradition of criminals who may fly across Ihe 
boundary from cither country. This quos- 
tl«n is now under the cunsideiutiou ol the 
Foreign office. 

Mr Ad lerloy — Thoy ask us, who is to 
keep ihH peace of tho frontier? 

Mr Boebnck — Aye, but they don't raise a 
tlonbtas to the Imperial rights. If any out- 
rage takes place upon tho line Ihey do not 
send lo Iho Hadson's Bay Company, but to 
you who aro the Imperial body ; thoy cannot 
bring the matter beloro any oihcr authority. 
During tho present sopsion it is totally im- 
possible to do anything. In tlio meantime, 
you may not BS,th8/Imperial;Govftrrment, and 
the Hudson's Bay Company oould not inter- 
fere, if the quostion of their rights is to be 
settled by a legal decision. In the mean- 
time, you may assume the Imperial power 
and send out a Governor there, 

Tho Duke ol Buckingham — I understand 
it is contended that it is quite in Iho power 
of the Queen 10 send out a Governor and 
leavo the question ol the rights of ilio com- 
pany to bo subsequently settled legally, and 
also that it Is possible that without this pro- 
cess, which would probably lako somo years 
before tho law courts the mailer might bo 
disposed of without any iliflLeulty ? 

Mr Roubuck--No doubt you would bo in 
a better poiiition to initiate negotiations with 
t' e company it you litst took the decisive 
s ep ol sending out a Governor.. 

In reply to Mr Seymour, 

The Duke of Buokingham paid— I think 
thai I shall ho in a position in a fortnight to 
tako the que.slioii into conFidoralinn, and 
having made up my mind, I will thon state 
what I think ought to be dono with respect 
10 any action in regard to ttio Iludsjo'i) Hay 
Oompany and tho course indicated by .Mr 
Roebuck. But with rcepeot to taking r.ny 
action as to what you call the Crown right. s, 
I shall not be prepared to give any opinion 
until I have heard from Lord Monck the 
opinion of the Canadian Governmonti but i 
can assure you that the whole question i.s now 
engaging tho allenlion of tho Governmonl, 

Mr Roubuttk — I hope no steps will bu 
taken to acknowledge the Hudson's Bay 
Company as responsible to the United States. 
If you do anything to acknowledge the com- 
pany as Ihe Jiaperial power the United 
Slates (Jovetuineut will at onco take advan- 
tage of it. 



The Treasures of tUo Shah of I'tTsia, 



Visconnt Pollington's bonk, cntilhjtl 
■■Half roiMid tho Old World," just published 
in CoglamI, has th<> fcllowing description in 
the crown jewels ol Persia : 

Wo went through the lirst court of Iho 
palace, and were ushered up a very narrt>w 
and sleep siaircaso into a siiiall room, where 
we fouud the King's aide-de-camp waiting 
03. Tho designs on Ihe walls here wero ' tiy 
woll drawn, and the ilecoralinus mere taste- 
ful than ordinary. 'I'tie chairs were of pure 
chased gold, us was also a sort of dtimiiW liti-t 
ih.it stood in one corner. Ot thesj chairs Ihe 
Shan possesses forty ; of tho dunib-waitcrs 
nine I Of course under the gold are wooden 
supports, unseen. After some tea jewels 
were brought in for our inspeciion in detail. 
It woulil be impnssibio to de-cribe evfiii a 
lithe of them, or the inipreisiuii thoy produced 
in our eye.s. 'I heir v.ihio, pulling a moderate 
estimate on them.coultl not iu our oivn judg- 
ment, and that of Ibo lour gonilemen wiio 
saw them with us, by any poseibility be 
under forty or fifty millions of poiind.x, that 
is, it they wore to bo sold (-iugly. 01 court e 
in the aggregate no fortane would enflico to 
pay lor tiieni, and therefore their true value 
must appreciated. 

We must attempt lo describe a few in the 
order they were shown lo us. An evidently 
French jewel case was broui^ht in first and 
placed on a table round which we eagerly 
gathered awaiting its opening. In tbis were 
somo forty gol.l liai^s, each with a simple dia- 
mond, ot which tho largi st (tliarnoti'l, n. t 
ling) was some one and a liall incli '.■otitnl, 
ami the .smallest a ijuarler ot an inch. U e 
was a large yellow diamond. Two tliamoiids 
ware placed as pendants at tl'.iitnd ol a lur;,'e 
ni'(dslaeo ol pearl.s, ami thete was two peail 
necklactis, each jiearl peifeelly round and 
whi e, and about as l.irgo as a guoti eiz-^d 
pea. In two lillle drawers were Iwi ur three 
more necklaces, the pearls this time inueh 
largiir ; and in thu bottoni tlrawer auollier i;l 
tho largest pearls wo have yet seen, arranged 
— an oblong ono and u round buo alternuiely 
— each without the filightest exaggeration, 
tho aiie of on unripe cherry. This caskoi 
always follows t!;e Shah wherever he goes. 

Next catno a eollcetioo ol a dozen belts, 
each surpassing the preceding ono in toslli- 
ness and taste. One of lhe;e had llie fasten- 
ing buckle, about eight inches long and three 
broad, studded witti perfect rubies, each 
about boll an inch round, set in gold. 
Another diamonds only ; a third a whole 
baud set in emeralds and diamonds, untl so 
on. We were then shown four sahr^s ; all 
h:id Iho flat side of the seabliard lielily 
enamelled in gold ; one was a blaze (d 
diamonds on the hib. and seaboard ; another 
was studded with poarlb liko large peas; a 
third was net with diamonds and other stones 
to represent flowers. Two other necklncrs 
wo wore shown were about two and a ho f 
feet long each, and lurnied of lareo einerald , 
oacb about one inch and a quarter Ion;-, 
alternately with bunches ol peails. 'I'lie last 
tray ol jewels was tho Ijonne bouche. On this 
was displayed a better pliant gold work, the 
buckle consisting of the celebrated ' Dierch- 
nor,' or 'Sea of Light,' a diamond perfectly 
fl.il. e.rcept at the edges, and i Iniost tuo 
inches hmg by one and a quarter in breadth ; 
II was set round with other sinalliT di.i-.' 
monds ; wilii these wero POoie brai^eli:t.s of 
uncut rubies and oineraltls, quite as largo as 
pigeons' eggs for tho most part. Tho largest 
turquoise we saw was perfectly flat, and 
about one inch by n half. Wo saw one of 
tho imperial crowni ; the other v,ai ki?pt in 
the inner treasury in thi! harem, wliieh \-: 
only opened ouee a year ; on the lop ol tlii.s is 
tho famous ruby that once behr gi-d lo 
Auruogzobe, u good deal larg>T than a 
pigeon's egg, and uncut. A black velvet 
robe, with d'oinond buttons and Irogs, looked 
lugubrious, but priceloss; othor.s, with ihe 
collars and sleeves completely covered with 
largo pearls, were amongst some of Ibe things 
we saw. 

China tor tui; C'iunksi;— An Aun- 
tralinn puper brought by the la.st luiiil, 
iho Ararat Advertiser, deKcrihes a ro- 
oont diaintormont of u OliiniinKan for 
tho purpose of forwarding bis remains 
iicoording to ctiHtoiu, to his native 
hind: — " .'jovenil fJhineHO, ncof)inpan. 
led by a modical man, proceeded to 
Iho Landaborougli Oomotory, and 
opoDod the gravo under tho supoin 
vision of the sergoant, ol jiolioo, Whon 
tho ooflin was opened littio incro ttum 
tho haro slcoleton was di;eovoroi], 
inoroly ono or two piocos of flonh aiN 
h.'fiiii; to tho boiiu.s, ■'L'lio Hkololon 
was littod out of tho coilin and o u'un 
fully dopositod on tho grass. Tho dot - 
tor then dismomborud tho joints, 
which, ftftor being scrapulou.sly 
B'jrapod, woro sofjartitoly wiappo 1 up 
in i)ieoo:s of calioo, Iho boiit;n of uiiu 
hand boing plucod in a dilforoiiL [laok^ 
ii^o irom thu bonas of thu other ; tho 
ribs, logs and feot wora similarly 
treated. Tho v^holo wai thon placed 
in u carpet bag and forwarded to AIol- 
bourno, whoro, with other bodioB, it 
will bo packed in a largo cnso, and 
then Bhippod for tlio b'lowory ljund."

— Mrs Yolverton has brought bor 
oaaa before the Houso of Lords,' on nn np- 
peal fiom iho decision of tiio Coart of Ses- 
sion in Scotland, wliich Court refused to refer 
the whole qucsliori of ilio niarriaun to tho 
oath ol Mnjor Yelverlon — an nppeal lo tho 
conseiencB of lier adversnry. Tho 'Hnn«e,' 
on tho occasion, waa composed of tho Lord 
Cbanoolior, presiding; ami Lcrdj Woalbiiry, 
: Cran worth and Lord Colonsny, the new 
. Scotch peer. Miss Lan^jworlh (or n9 she 
Btill calls horscir, Mrs Yelverton) appeared in 
forma pauperis and pieadod. her own easy. 
While addressing (beir lordships aba stood in 
the little pon at tho bar, 'the pkoo assfgnod lo 
ooansel on Eucb occassions; a Indy lolalive 
sat close behind hur, and on llio seco-id day 
a C0Dn?el who took n )tc«i for her. Sliu wn5 
dressed in a light lavendrtr niOiro iuitiqiio 
dresF, with glovcg of iliu saino coIoTj a tiny 
black lacG bonnet and ii black luce ehnwi. 
Har fair hair was turned up a la Eugenie 
and displayedybor intellect oal lorehoad lo 
advantago. On Thursday sha looked pale 
and delicate. Oo Friday she aeemad better 
in health and spirits, bat tiraa and trouble 
are telling upon her visibly, and her expres- 
sion is decidedly oaraworn. Oo her left 
were the Attorney General and Mr Andor- 
•on, respoudeni's connsel. Her epeech, a 
yrritten one, was delivered with an almost 
musoaline vigor united to singularly feminine 
gr^ace. Iler voice is lansical and her accent 
that of a lady who haa tni.xcd iu the bej' 
society and adopted its tone. No paid ndvo 
cate could have been so tfltctivo as Ldio wa^- 
on Thursday in more than ouu pat^sa:v! in ler 
Bddressi'particalarly that in which having 
desoribed her mislortaoea, ahd brought tlum 
to a culmination by saying that, at length, 
she bad besn ' drifted a pauper ' to the- bar 
of their lordships' House. Lord VVeslbury, 
who held on the former appeal that she was 
Major Yelverton'a lawful wife, did not put u 
question to her or make n sin^'la rennark 
during he.' speech; but ho Paid in answer to 
an inquiry which aha hud addressed to their 
lordships at its closo that sh'j would have her 
rep'y, which the noble and leaiiicd lord added 
' we shall bo happy to heai.' O.i Tiiursday 
niterncon she observed to Sir J liult :— 'I am 
Borry lo see you against mo.' 'Madame,' ha 
replied 'that is my misfortuoe.' Lord Colon- 
Bay is quite entitled io sic as a law lord in 
the highest Iribuual, to bear an appeal from 
a court in which ho was chief judge. He was 
president at the Court of Session v. hen it 
gave the judgmout a;;;iiinst which Mrs Yelver'. 
ton is ttrpealini;, iJut seeing that during the 
srven years whieh the Ytlverton cofe has oc- 
copied tho courts of the three kii)!,'<loni9, it 
hos been submitted to ei;;liteen judue?, and 
handled by almost 1(10 lawyers, wiiliout any 
nnanimous decision haviii:; l)oon coma to 
upon it, the feeling in tho region of the House 
of Lords is that, L'>Td Oolonsay would have 
acted with more taste If ho had abstained 
frotaa sittiug as judge in the final appeal from 
a decisiou in which ho expressed bo very 
strong an opinion against lbs appellant's 
claims. Certainly, ip her speech to their 
lordships, the lady did not spare him She 
was dreadfully bov'TO in ihal ptyle of sarcasm 
which must have de'iit,'hte.l fj ird Wos'bnry, 
who sat immediately opposite the Scotch 
peer, It is believud by lawyers that Mrs 
Yelverton has made a very strfin™ cise for a 
reference back to tlio Court of Seajion aud 
that Lord ^Ve8tbury is dead in her favor. 
The latter supposition is lounled on the 
questions which be kept putting to Mr An< 
derson from the moment he comaieoced the 
case for the respondent. If there is a chance 
of getting an advocate up in a corner. Lord 
Westbury is the man to do it ; and on eevo 
eral occasions on Friday the noble and 
Jearned lord made the Scotch jurb'os appear 
very ridinulous. It ia nnlortucite for the 
appellant that Lord Broii^li.un is not able to 
ntteud aa one of the ('ourt ol Appeal, lie 
decided in favor of .Mr.-i Yelvorton bofurj. 
aud sent his judnment to Lord We.nbury lo 
read to tho Court and the parties ; but tlieir 
lordships would not allow tho latter noble 
and learned lord to do so. Lord Chelmsford, 
who was against her on the former appeal, 
seems rather disposed in her faver on the 
present ocoaaioh. The issue is regarded as 
very doublfal.
